Wasatch County has rallied as a 
community and is now opening an 
Alcohol and Drug Prevention 
Center, here in Heber. It is located 
at 291 North 200 East behind the 
old North School and is open 
Monday thru Friday from 8:40 
A.M. to 4:40 P.M. The telephone 
number for the center is 654-3003 
or you may make appointments 
through the Health Department at 
654-3211 ext. 37. 

The center is designed to meet 
the needs fot counseling indi. 
viduals and/or families who are 
experiencing problems with aico- 
hol or drugs. lt hopes to serve 
adults and teegs in the community 
through counseling, as well as 
education and prevention pro- 
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grams with community groups and 
interested citizens, 
+ During 1980, Wasatch County 
saw 262 arrests of adults and 59 
juv anile arrests for alcohol related 
vio'ations; one of the highest 
ratos, per population in the state. 
There were 49 adult arrests and 3 
juwenile arrests for drug related 
offenses, during 1980. The results

Sheryn Paradise, an experienced 
drug and alcohol counselor as well 
as a family therapist, education 
and prevention trainer and re- 
source for referrals. She and her 
son, Matthew, currently reside in 
HEber. She is anxious to serve the 
community and would welcome 
your stopping by or calling for 
information or an appointment at 
654-3003.

Counseling and prevention 
services are now free to Wasatch 
County residents. 
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Runquist, who made only 24 
custom-built stoves a year, said 
he cannot afford to do the re- 
search and pay for the safety and 
emission testing needed to get 
state approval.

No one had ever 
tried this before.”

Barbara Tombleson, coordir 
tor of the DEQ's woodstove cer 
fication program, said the agen 
realizes “this will dramatical 
change the woodstove indust 
and some retailers will not 
able to stay in business, and th 
the number of stoves and mode 
of stoves on the market will 
less than there is today. 


“Any environmental regulatio 
do that,” she said.
